Two objections relative to clarity are raised with 
respect to independent Claim 1. 

The claim states that: 

"... all the honeycomb bodies combined have a total volume 
V../' 

the catalytic converter has an efficiency E of more 
than 98%..." . 

1) As regards the "total volume" it is not clear 
whether this refers to the external volume of the 
honeycomb body or the total of the volumes of the 
channels ( 4 ) . 

2) Neither Claim 1 nor the description discloses how 
an efficiency of more than 98% can be attained, nor 
is it clear how this object can be achieved. The 
description therefore fails to meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 5. . 



Cla im j6_ jjjcewis_e does not explain how a conversion 
.efficiency, of - more -than-- 9-8%- cam -be -achieved. - 



Because of the above unclear points no meaningful 
assessment of the claims is possible.
